Nazi Police Begin Wholesale Roundup Of 
Suspects As Blast Wrecks Munich Beer Hall 


Ten Minutes After Fuehrer’

BERLIN, (lPi—The German secret police today began a great round- 
up of suspects in the bombing that wrecked the shrine of Nazism only 
10 minutes after Adolph Hitler and other high party leaders had left last 


night. 


The German press asserted that Great Britain was at least psycholog- 


ically responsible for the time bomb that killed eight persons and sent 


a 10-foot pile of wreckage crashing ® 


into the Munich beer cellar where 
Hitler in 1923 attempted an unsuc- 
cessful putsch. 

A reward of $240,000 was offered 
for arrest of the bombers and the 
secret police under Heinrich Himm- 
ler set up a special commission to 
direct the investigation. 

The Nazis announced officially 
that the explosion occurred at the 
exact moment when Hitler would 
have been starting his speech if the 


program of previous years had been ' 


followed. 
The propaganda ministry an- 
nounced that the eight dead and 27 


seriously injured included no prom- | 


inent figures, but that some might 
be included in the slightly injured 
list. 

There had been 1,500 people in 
and around the old beer hall, where 
Hitler fomented his abortive putsch 
16 years ago last night. The blast 
sent the roof and the gallery crash- 
ing down to the floor where Hitler, 
less than half an hour earlier, had 
completed a 57-minute speech.

Dr. Homer Lawrence Morris, 53, 
who with another American Quaker 
signed a recent report on hunger- 
killed dead piled under debris in 
war-ravaged Warsaw, is the com- 
missioner to Germany of The Am- 
erican Friends Service Committee. 


He has a long and distinguished 
record of achievement in emer- 
gency work. In 1921 he was sent to 
Germany as director of child re- 
lief in Berlin, and the following 
year went to Russia, where he di- 
rected family relief at Puzuluk. He 
also investigated hunger conditions 
among children of the Ruhr Valley 
in 1923. 

A native of Fairmount, Ind., he 
lives when not engaged in relief or 
educational work at Wallingford, 
Pa., near Philadelphia. He has one 
son, now a student at Earlham Col- 
lege, Richmond, Ind. 

Morris is a rather heavy-set man 
with thinning gray hair. He is 
; quiet-mannered and has a pro- 
| fessorial reticence. He is popular 
with young people, and is noted for 
| his ability to get things done. 
| His dominant interest is the 
plight of the Negro. He is also au- 
thor of a book describing the living 
| conditions of soft coal miners. 

After graduation from Earlham 
College, where his wife also studied, 
Morris won his doctorate at Colum- 
bia University in 1921. He taught 
political science intermittently at 
Earlham from 1918 to 1928. He also 
| taught at Southland Institute for 
| Negroes in Arkansas, a Quaker 
| school; Fisk University, near Nash- 
| ville. N. C.. and Hunter College in 
'New York. 
; In 1931, 


he became permanently 
attached to the American Friends 
| Service Committee and was made 
director of child feeding in the bi- 
tuminous
